Be- 
ides, this manna which comes from tbe tam- 
risk tree Li to bo had only during two 
lontbs. 
Tho object of giving this food to Israel was 
ot only that God might preserve life, but 
ilso that ho might prove, them whether they 
voultl walk in his law or not. 


V. 5. Evidently the supply was miraculous. 


On tho sixth day they wero to make prepara- 
ions for tho seventh, for on that day thero 
waa to be no fall of manna.
